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SAN LUIS OBISPO—You’ve heard the one about 
life imitating art? Well, in the case of “Jurassic 
Park” and dinosaur DNA, it's absolutely true! 

According to an article by Tim Friend that 
appeared in the May 19th issue of “USA Today.” 
scientists have revived 25-40 million year old 
bacteria from the stomachs of extinct bees! 

According to the theory that inspired the book and 
movie “Jurassic Park,” dinosaur DNA may be 
found in blood ingested by an ancient mosquito that 
was then trapped in tree sap (which, when fossilized, 
becomes amber). Theoretically, the DNA could be 
used to revive dinosaurs. 

Reviving dinosaurs, scientists say, will remain 
science fiction, But reviving ancient microorgan- 
isms appears to be a reality, 

Raul Cano, California Polytechnic State 
University, San Luis Obispo, was looking for 
dinosaur DNA in amber when he noticed that his lab 
cultures contained micro-organisms. At first, he 
thought he was the source of contamination. 

But micro-organisms have been found in other 
ancient sources, such as salt crystals. And since 
bacteria live symbiotically in most creatures, he 


wondered if the source could be the fossil insects. 

Bacteria also are known to have developed a 
unique quality for preserving themselves. 

“A spore is formed in response to adverse 
environments, and the full bacterial cell goes into a 
dehydrated state or suspended animation,” says 
Cano. 

The spore consists of a hard outer protective shell 
with the dehydrated bacteria inside, 

“Tt is much like a seed that contains all the 
information to make a plant, and can remain long 
after the plant is dead.” 

When a spore is placed in a liquid with nutrients, 
the bacterium breaks through its protective coating, 
begins dividing and forms a colony, 

In their experiments, Cano and colleague Monica 
Borucki developed an elaborate method to 
determine whether the micro-organisms were 
indeed from the amber. 

The first step was to decontaminate the outer 
surface of their amber, which contained extinct 
stingless bees. 

The amber was exposed to heat and chemicals, 
including alcohol and glutaraldehyde, commonly

used to disinfect surgical equipment. 

The amber surface was then examined for signs of 
bacteria. If sterile, the amber was cracked open 
under a ventilated hood--primarily to maintain a 
sterile environment--and the tissue was extracted. 

Next, tissue from the bee was placed in a nutrient 
in which the spores were revived. Cano uses DNA 
fingerprinting and genetic sequencing to compare 
the ancient organism with modern cousins. The two 
ware similar, except older versions make slightly 
different enzymes that may not be found in nature 
today. 

‘After the initial experiment, a second lab repeated 
the research and reached similar conclusions: The 
bacteria are ancient. 

While other scientists are likely to remain 
skeptical, a venture company, Ambergene Corp, has 
bought the right to the work from Cal Poly. 

The company plans to exploit the prehistoric 
bacteria to manufacture many new items, among 
them: 

*Drugs effective against disease-causing 
organisms that have become resistant to antibiotics. 

*Industrial enzymes that produce better 
detergent 

*Jurassic Amber Ale, a beer from ancient y: 
also found in amber. 

As for the beer says Cano, “No one has drunk it 
yet. But it will be ready in three weeks and we'll 
either have a party or a funeral.” We haven't heard 
of either yet. 

Under Ambergene, 1,500 different ancient 
organisms have been retrieved and their properties 
identified, says company president Robin Steele. 

Among the types are bacteria, fungi and yeasts

all of which have commercial potential 

“The bacteria of 40 million years ago are 
structurally different. The reason they may be 
useful for developing antibiotics is the current 
population of human pathogens may not recognize 
them and not have resistance,’ Cano says. 

But, could their novelty also spell trouble, as it did 
in the movie, by introducing something that has 
been extinct for millions of years into the modern 
microbial world? 

Steele says the research is performed in a sealed 
environment for safety reasons. And Cano adds 
there's no need for concern because the organisms 
they've revived are not related to anything deadly. 

So, dinos may not be next... at least for now...
